Washington, July 8.—Government
and municipal forces fighting the In-
funtile paralysis epidemic In New
Work were reinforced today by the
American Red Cross. Responding to
an appeal by New York health offi-
cinls, Miss Jane A. Delano, head of
the purses’ department, started mo-
billaing Red Cross nurses to prevent
n possible nation-wide spidemic and
to check the disease In New York,

Miss Delano will leave tomormow
moming for New York to confer with
jenders in the fight aguinst the mal-
udy. The Red Cross now has 250
nurses in New York, with five base
hospitals, maintained ou account of
the Mexican trouble. This will make
difficult the problem of obtaining
nurses in New York city. Nurses in
other parts of the state and in other
states will be called an If necessary.
